The pernicioos habit of killing 
birds sboald be stopped wherever 
engaged in, not only because it 
is a violation of our lawi. but be- 
caoie birds eat millions of io- 
seeta and thereby pro toot crops 
of all kindr. ScientintB tell us 
that if all birds were destroyed, 
inaaetawoaid eat all Tegatatioa 
and man would die all atarvation 
in a short while. It is a viola- 
tion of law to kill any kind of 
birds ezoept BngUah sparrows 
and what is known bf crow-black 
birds. It is a violation of law to 
oatoh a bird, or have one in pos- 
session after it is cauicht. 

Parents should teach their 
ofaildren to let birds and their 
neats alone. Were it not for the 
birds we could not raise gardens 
or crops of any kind, and the 
aooner our paopla laara the true 
value of our birds, the more anx- 
ious will tbey become to protect 
tbem and the batter it will be 
for everyone. Tbe person who 
kills or capture a bird, or has it 
in possefsion after it is captured, 
ia liable to a ina of not laaa than 
five dollars and cost, or about 
ftf teen dollara, and any one who 
aeea aaothar kill or eaptera a 
bird, or keep one in captivity, 
should tell it to tbe uflicers and 
help punish tbe guilty person. 
The exiatoaaa of the hiBMa race 
depends apon the existence of 
the birda* and people who kill 
birds ara law btaakera and 
shoald ba punished^

Department of Agriculture Advlees 
Cutting Out of Qradee en High- 
ways to aeve Hei 



(Preparcil by the ITnlted Stnl^ 
ment of AKnruUure.) 
The average life of horses and au- 
tomobiles may be Increased and tbe 
cost of haulIriK rr>(liirp(l, arrordlng to 
the oflire of roads of the department 
of agriculture, by relocating many old 
roads and the more sclentlflo laying 
out of new ones. The natural tenden- 
cy In road building to to bnlld a 
stndght road, wbetbsr It soM.ovor 
oteap g m dsa or biBs. or aei aad pall- 
ing over tteae giBdoa aaiaimily adds 
to tbo wear aad loar oa hoiaoo aad 
vehlfiles. 

The doctrine of the office of roads Is 
that tbe longest way around may often 
be the shortest and most economical 
way home, and that frequently by 
building a highway around a hill or 
grade, but little appreciable dtetanee 
le added and this Is more than offeet 
by tho redneod strain o( hauling. 

Tho ehlot drawkaok from tho fsm 
owner's polat of Tlow to thai ttw lay- 
ing eat of naflo ea Ihto prtaotpU of 
avoldlBg giados Bsesoeltatos. la some 
casea. raaalng tbo road through good 
Carm land or orchards or pastures. In- 
stead of going around the farm line 
and building the road ihrough old 
worn-out fields and over rocky knolle. 
This, of course, mast raise a question 
In the mind of the individual land 
owner as to whether the cutting up of 
his property by a road yields blm in- 
dividual advantages and so benefits his 
community as to offset the nee of such 
land for a road, or to overcome the In- 
eonvenlenoo oC having bto land di- 
vided. In fhto ooBBoetloB fho ofioo of 
roads poiats OBt tbat tto nmalag of a 
road and tbo NsaMaa tvaflo thfongb 
a good farm, where there are good 
sheep, cattle, horses, grain, tmlt or 
vegetables, has a certain adverttolng 
value and in many Instances makes 
the land more valuable. In other 
cases, tbe importance of such a level 
road to the community is so great that 
It might well repay those using the 
road to give the farmer the equivalent 
in land equally good in place of what
